Henry the ſecondperceiving that many horrible Crimes committed by Clerks 
were either ſmothered up in ſecret, or ſmoothed over upon Examination with 
ſome ſlight Puniſhment ; ( for mewn in the Canon-Law is mortal ) he there- 
fore obtained in the — — Clarendon, to have them tried for Ca- 

ital Matters before udges, which firſt cut the Ham- ſtrings of 
ſiaſtical Juriſdiction, and Ry a perpetual Preſident for the laming 
of it afterward in other Members : For hereupon the ſucceeding Parliaments 
from time to time, as they found the — Geber fleeping or exorbitant in 
uſing their Juriſdiction, pulled ſomewhat 2 Conf; Ports Che Clert ad Pretorium 
Regis, from the Canon-Law to the Common-Jaw ; and by little and little 
haye brought the See of their old Authority to a narrower Compaſs; 
which, if my Lords the Biſhops look not the better to, will (I fear) be yet 
contracted and diminiſhed. y are not ignorant what hath been attempted 
them in this kind, in Queen Eligabeth's Time and fince; and that 
be about four Hundred Perſons which obſerve their "Courſes very 
ſtrictly.

This they fay will hold out 
Water; but, as I aid before, I fear me none of our Parſons can maintain it 
in this Form. Another is that we call a "Mortuary ; which was thus paid: 
The Lord of the Fee had the beſt Beaſt of the Defunct, by way of an Heriot, 
for. the rt of his V againſt ſecular Enemies; and the Parſon of the 
Pariſh had the ſecond as a Afortwiary * for defending his Soul againſt his ſpiri- 
tual, Advexſaries. know the Provincial, and Lindewode following it, do 
ſay, that 4he-Mortwary: was given in recompence of perſonal IT * for- 
gotten or mitted ; but, under Correction, I doubt of that; becauſe, that in the 
ancient Faruulary of Wills, and by the Canon of the Synod of Exeter, it 
is expreſsly directed, that in all of them, there ſhall be an eſpecial Legacy of 


to the Parſon for Tythes and Oblations forgotten or pretermitted; 


and if a Mortudry were for the fame reaſon, then had the Parſon in many 
Places. two ſeveral Recompences for one and the ſame thing. It were very 
unreaſonable alſo that a poor Man, having nothing 2 but Three Horſes, 
ſhould give the Second of them to the Parſon for Tythes omitted, when he 
whoſe Tythes are worth 40. or 50. Pounds a Year giveth no more; nor is it 
like au Heriot, which by contract between the Lord and Tenant was reſer- 
ved upon the ori Grant. But the Statute of 21. He. 8. Cap. 6. hath 
turned theſe. kind uf AMortiarier into certain Sums of Money, according to 
the Value and Eſtate af the Pariſhoner deceaſing, and forbbideth any thing to 
be otherwiſe taken either for Morenary or Corps preſent (which I conceive 
to be, when the Corps is carried cither thorough ot into another Pariſh) than 
where it died. 

Other Cuſtoms there may be alſo, which the Canon accounteth laudable; 
as where Money was anciently given for Lights in the Church, or for pray- 
ing for the Soul of the deceaſed. The Parſon it may be doth enjoy it at this 
Day not mentioning the Original, and ſo it behoveth him to do, leſt the King 
be entituled to it by the Statute of Superſtitions Vſes. And it may be that 
the Money now paid for Graves, was ancie ntly the fame that was given for 
praying for the Soul of the Dead. For Mr. Fox reciting ſome Laws of Canu-

This Law comath Nom 40 the Point in Hand, and maketh very materially 
for the Parſon, and therefore I blame them not if eHcy lay good hold on it as 
a Warrant of Antiquityy/ to he. bock their Right and their Cuſtom. But 
you muſt know, that this. Law was not-wri originally in Latin, but in 
Saxon: And that the 'Trauſlatac harh nar delt eed it faithfully.
